But how the vast multitudes of cattle and horses 
are to get through, God only knows There will: 
be no lack of water, but grass is eaten out root and 
branch, and in many cases the animals have even’ 
eaten out the wild sage. Our health is good, but 
the mounta‘n air is too strong for me, yet I think 
that I shall soor become accustomed to it. The 
heaith of the emigrants is generally good, and their 
teams have improved on the journey until they eross- 
ed the Black Hills. Since then, they have fallen 
away u little. Bros. Miller and Kelley have just 
come in with all the un imals safe and sound. Thoy 
wandered back about seven miles. The word now 
is, “pack up and hitch up,” so I must stop writing 
for the present, but will resume it again when 4 3

This cougtry lies between the upper cross- 
ing of the Platte and the Sweet Water River, on 
the banks of which, we are now comfortably en- 
camped. We have proven that borse teams will 
stand the journey from Fort Laramie, westward, 
fur better than oxen.

They have suffered much in the loss of teams and 
snimals: Aud oh! the sacrifice of wagons, cloth- 
ing, fire arms, beds, bedding, Buffalo skla, trunks, 
cheata, hur nesses, and in the loss of life. , The road 
to gold is strewed with destruction, wretchedness 
aud woe; and yet, thousands and teus of thou - 
sands follow on in the way with the hope of secur- 
ing the wealth of this world. Many will sueceed 
no doubt; yet w hen 1 is obtained, it makes not its 
possessor huppy here, uor secures to hirovelf happi- 
ness beyond the grave.

Bottom on the 14th, all in health. On 
the 23d we reachéd Fort Kearney—here a 
spirit of Division. crept in among us. But 
by the energy and elqquence of Capt. An- 
dras. union was.,soon restored, and now we 
are all here in general good health, and a 
— spirit prevailing amongst us. We have 

ad no sickness, with the exception ot two or 
three cases of disrhœa. which was soon 
checked. On the 24 of July, we reached the 
South Fork, Lower Crossing—found the wa- 
ter in places four deep and very wide. 
On the 3d, we succeeded, in crossing nearly 
all our wagons over without accident or in- 
jury to our gooda;, next day we got all over, 
dried our wagons, and moved out a few 
miles. Until now the grass has been abun- 
dant; but since we have been on the north 
Fork; it is only in places we find sufficient for 

A number of our cattle have become lame, 
and we bave been under the necessity of 
ereeting a blacksmith’s forge to make shoes 
in order to shoe them; we have been oblig- 
ed to leave several, and two or three very old 
oxen, that when the grass began to fail could 
go no farther. But still we are in good trav- 
eling condition, and intend to prosecute our 
journey us fast as circumstances will permit. 
When’ it is possible we rest every Sabbath 
day, meet together, to hear a discourse par- 


take of the sacrament, &., and every two 


weeks we stop Saturday and Sunday ; clean 
out our wagons, wash, &c.
